Recession takes big bite out of food sales 
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Owners of local eateries are hungry for sales, after 
being hard hit at the cash register last year. 

According to Statistics Canada, restaurants across 
the province saw sales decline by 0.7 per cent in 
December compared with December 2008. 

Alberta also saw the largest decline in monthly sales 
of 1.3 per cent from November to December, as the 
rest of Canada rose by one per cent. 

Elize Chan, owner of Golden River Restaurant, 
believes the recession has taken a large bite out of the 
food service industry’s revenue. 

“1 have been in this industry for 15 years and last 
year was one of the hardest ones ... our regulars 
were ordering less and people didn’t go out as much," 


she said. 

Sales dropped 30 per cent at the Golden River dur¬ 
ing 2009 and haven’t yet rebounded. She’s hoping that 
will change later this year. 

“I just don’t want to see the number go down,” she 
added. 

Macy’s Restaurant owner, Peter Tsiras, said he’s also 
keeping positive about the industry. He saw a 25 per 
cent decline last year and has since been trying to 
entice customers with specials and radio ads. 

“Yes, part of the problem is the recession. With 
things the way they have been, there are no workers 
or crews coming into town and staying at the motel. 
They are our main customers,” he said. 

“But I think the problem is also that people aren’t 
eating locally. They are going to Olds to shop or get 
groceries and are staying there for lunch or dinner." 


In the past year, Alberta’s food service industry has 
shown weak numbers that may look worse than they 
actually are, said Dan Sumner, economist with ATB 
Financial. 

Sales have been strong in previous as oil and gas 
crews earning high wages eat out and workers stream 
in Alberta looking for jobs, so the latest statistics look 
like a large decline. 

“But you have to look at the big picture. Sure things 
aren’t as good as 2004 to 2008, but those were 
abnormal years. Alberta was booming,” Sumner said 

“If you compared the numbers to 15 years ago, I 
don’t think things look as bad.” 

Sumner doesn’t forecast sales jumping back to 
boom time’s high but it could increase slightly as the 
economy begins its slow repair, he said.

Soapmaker creates bars to froth over

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Kim Penwarden was juggling a job at the Didsbury 
Inn with caring for her two daughters when she saw a 
TV show that sent her rushing to the kitchen. 

“I saw a segment of Martha Stewart and she was 
making this delicious looking lemon meringue pie and 
I thought ... I can do that," she said. 

Penwarden brought out her double boiler, moulds 
and vials of scents and began to create her first pie - 
made of soap. 

It looked identical to the masterpiece made by the 
lifestyle guru - and when she showed it to Cheryl 
Sword, owner of White Raven, she was asked to “bake" 
more. 

“1 put it up near the counter and people kept coming 
in asking if I was selling pies now," Sword said. 

“It just looks that real." 

By December White Raven was carrying a line of 
soaps - pie-shapes, hearts, squares and orange halves. 
Penwarden had whisked her way into a home-based 
business. 

According to the town, Penwarden is part of a surge 
in home-based businesses starting up in this town. 

The majority of 2009’s 14 new entrepreneurs applied 
for permits within the last two months of the year and 
another five looked for licences in January and 
February 2010. 


“We usually see only one application a month, so this 
has been a real boom,” said Brittany Hutton, manager 
of infrastructure and planning. 

“I think it’s a reflection of what’s gone on in the last 
year with people becoming unemployed ... it's given 
them the opportunity to start up a business of their 
own where they don’t have to depend on others.” 

There are currently 87 home-run businesses licensed 
in Didsbury. 

Kathleen Windsor, who has been operating Windsor 
Graphics from home for IB years, hasn't seem the 
“boom" herself, but isn’t surprised there could be an 
influx. 

“If people’s hours have been cut or they lost their job 
and need money I can see them starting up their own 
business ... I just hope they thought it through,” she 
said. 

“Because my experience is when people need 
income fast, they open up something without doing 
their homework and it doesn’t work out." 

Windsor started her own company after a friend showed 
her how to build a personal web page for a chat site. 

The resulting business allowed her to stay home with 
her children and complement income being brought in 
by her husband. 

She wouldn’t now give up her trade for the world. 

“I can make up my own hours, work in my housecoat 
or take the afternoon off. The benefits far outweigh the 
drawbacks,” she said.

Didsbury could toughen up on home businesses

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Didsbury is looking at tougher regulations for home- 
based businesses in an effort to calm complaints 
about noisy, busy neighbourhoods. 

Brittany Hutton, manager of infrastructure and plan¬ 
ning, has received 15 complaints between October 
and December 2009 from people upset about busi¬ 
nesses too big for the neighbourhood. 

A few callers also pointed out that some homes ran 
more than one operation. 

“In recent months we are seeing multiple businesses 
running out of one place and that means hammering, 
framing and nailing in the backyard, more trailers 


parked in the street and customer traffic," she said. 

“It disrupts the natural flow of the area.” 

There are currently no limits to the number of com¬ 
panies an entrepreneur can run out of one home and 
there’s nothing to regulate when a company must 
move from a residence into a commercial or industri¬ 
al shop. 

“Right now, its up to the business owners when they 
can afford to expand or if they will expand into an 
industrial or commercial area ... we need to put that 
line in the sand and have regulations that say when its 
time to move,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Brad Halbauer, owner of Jaxon Granite Ltd, is 
preparing to relocate to the industrial park after 
deciding a year ago his business was getting too large 


to operate out of his home. He’s never been the brunt 
of complaints but said that’s because he’s been sure to 
check up on his neighbours to make sure there are no 
gripes. Halbauer also does grinding in his garage with 
the doors closed to cut down on noise. 

But perhaps other businesses aren’t as considerate, 
he allows. 

“I haven’t heard of anyone in my area getting com¬ 
plaints for being too big ... but maybe it’s a good idea 
to have regulations that say enough is enough.” 

Town officials say the complaints are actually 
focused on two businesses, which they can’t name - 
but they are reviewing a policy for all home business¬ 
es this month to see if regulations need to be changed 
to better regulate all home-based companies.

Town takes bids for new wetland 


Sold on Givi n<) 
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points and about 1.5 kilometres of trail that will link up 
with Memorial Park. 

Initially the town was just going to build a storm water 
management system with a holding pond, but decided 
they could create a more aesthetic system for the commu¬ 
nity and a model for other developers. 

We want ... developers to create a recreational and 
learning area the community can eryoy instead of a giant 
storm water dug out,” Hutton said. 

The provincial and federal governments have con¬ 
tributed four million dollars to the wetland project 
and the town two million. The money came out of last 
year’s Alberta Municipal Infrastructure Program 
grant. 

Town officials say the area will now be protected from 
future development, although there are currently no 
plans to protect waterfowl and other wildlife the park 


The town has kicked off its search for a company to 
craft a man-made wetland near Valarosa and Memorial 
Park. 

The ponds, on ten acres of land northwest of town, are 
part of a six million dollar storm water management sys¬ 
tem. Tlu> first phase - creating the wetland and construct¬ 
ing the pipeline to pump outfall into the ponds - is expect¬ 
ed to finish this year, while tree planting and laying the 
trail will happen in 2011. 

“By the time we finish, there will be natural plants and 
trees and berries likes Saskatoon and raspberry for peo¬ 
ple to pick ... and as the roots settle, we hope to see nat¬ 
ural species come back into the area." said Brittany 
Hutton, manager of infrastructure and planning. 

The area will also boast educational plaques, view-

Originally Ihe group had voted on paying for a well¬ 
ness centre, with a skate park and running track, but 
says the idea has been put on the backburner because 
of the scope of the project. 

“The reality is that with the funding we have ... this 
is just too big of a project right now.

Communication was all the talk at the third 
Community Cafe bust week. 

Eight residents met with Active, Creative, and 
Engaged Communities (ACE) Wednesday evening, to 
decide out how to spend $10, 000 in funding. Helping 
service groups to communicate topped the list. 

“This has been brought up over and over again. We 
feel like services are overlapping because groups have 
no way of knowing what else is happening in the com¬ 
munity," said Teree Hokanson, a facilitator. 

“Maybe we can help these groups communicate with 
each other.” 

Cafe participants also talked about how to inform 
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Lions work to keep bus moving 


It has also begun to save towards a new $80,000 van for 
2014, although will an average of 15 riders wondered if 
that money would be better used elsewhere. 

As the public shows their support, however, the club is 
looking for new ways to keep the service in motion. 
They've formed a committee that’s considering everything 
from selling advertising space on the bus to catering to 
groups beyond their traditional senior riders, such as 
mothers heading to Neighbourhood Place. 

The Town has agreed to lend a hand by advertising the 
bus in bills and newsletters and helping the group access 
grant funding. 

“Our region could have as high as a 40 per cent (senior 
population) and definitely this entire area runs higher 
than the provincial average ... and seniors are now more 
active and living longer. They want to be able to get 
around and do things,” said Coun. Ernie Ryckman. 

“We’d certainly like to see this continue.”

The future of the Didsbury Lions shuttle bus is looking 
up, as riders and donations trickle in, says one member. 

Martin Francis, Lions bus driver, has seen the number of 
riders spike by 15 to 20 per cent since January, while sen¬ 
iors and local businesses have donated cash. 

“Nothing is for sure, but I am definitely feeling more 
positive about this. It shows people really don’t want to 
lose this service,” he said. 

Two months ago, the Didsbury Lions Club told the pub¬ 
lic its reconsidering its door-to-door shuttle service 
because of rising costs and dwindling ridership. 

The club invests $20,000 a year to run elderly to local 
clinics, shops and recreation programs. A $3 rider fee cov¬ 
ers $5,000 of the annual expense, but that’s not enough to 
pay for operation costs, the Lions said.

The phenomenal growth of internet-based online 
shopping in recent years has given consumers every¬ 
where a new and quick way to purchase items from 
across Alberta and indeed from throughout the 
world. 

Unfortunately online shopping has also attracted its 
share of fraudsters and crooks who are making it 
their business to turn consumers into victims. 

As part of Fraud Awareness Month the provincial 
government is trying to do more to fight online shop¬ 
ping fraud. And tire key message is that individual 
awareness of the potential pitfalls is one of the best 
ways to prevent being victimized. 

“A few minutes researching consumer rights and 
seller obligations will ease your online shopping 
experience and help safeguard your personal infor¬ 
mation,” says Service Alberta Minister Heather 
Klimchuk. 

“Scams aren’t new. If die offer sounds too grxxl to 
be true, it probably is. Be cautious about the promise 
of a valuable prize in return for a low-cost purchase.” 

Working in conjunction widi police, the province 
has identified a number of things individuals and 
businesses should be on the lookout for when it 
comes to online shopping fraud artists. 

• Hidden addresses - Watch out for businesses that 
try to sell goods or services using anonymous e-mail 
addresses or post office box numbers. 

• Vague references - Claims such as “thousands of 
satisfied customers” may sound good, but they are 
also impossible to verify. 

• Promises of large returns - Whenever huge 
returns an* offered, it’s a gcxxl idea to question where 
and how those returns are possible. 

• Claims tlrat “Tills is not a scam” - No legitimate 
business will make it a point to point out their legality. 

• Hidden expenses - Be wary of advertisements 
promising no start-up costs and then asking for a one¬ 
time-only fee. 

As with other types of fraud, consumers can protect
